Dribbling To Fame 
With A Tin Can 


As told by JIMMY DIMMOCK to JACK WOOD 


Jimmy Dinmmock, of Spurs and England, first suspected that there might be a 
meal Ucket in his feet when he found it casy to take a ball round the other boys 
on the concrete playground of Edmonton's Montague Road school.

Mr Dulles sald, “The Seviet 
rulers, balked in their effort to 
extend their influence by force,” 
have picked the underdeveloped 
countries of the world “as tar- 
gets of Uretr gulle.” 

“The Soviet people seriously 
Jack many of the commodities of 
everyday hiving.” he continued. 
“The satellite peoples are par- 
tleularly exploited and their 
standards of living have been 
seriously reduced. But the 
Soviet rulers find it casy to 
neglect these needs while pro- 
fessing concern for the welfare 
of those whom they call colonial 
and dependent peoples whose 
amalgamation into the Sovict 
Communist orbit has always 
been an open gval of Soviet 
policy.” 

The Seeretary warned his 
listeners alnst) being misled 
by the Sovlet peace offensive. 
He sald that since last spring 
the Russian “phase of violence 
seems to have undergone an 
eclipse. But we should remem- 
ber that one of the doctrines 
taught by Lenin and constantly 
emphasised by Stalln was the 
need for zigzag In prudence, 
therefore we must act on the 
assumption that the present 
Soviet policies do not mark a 
change of purpose but a change 
of tactics.” 

Declaring thal the United 
States does not “wane policies 
of violence to reappear,” he 
said that it was important to

Bigamy Trial Ends 
Abruptly: 
Accused Discharged 


The trial of a 23-year-old student, John Him- 
mon, charged with bigamy, came to an abrupt end 
when Mr D. E. Greenfield, Crown Counsel, offered 
no further evidence against accused during the 
testimony of a Chinese law expert before Judge 
A. D. Scholes at the Victoria District Court this
